UPLAND JURYMEN 
HIGHLY HONORED 


TO DECIDE Hilo FATE 


E. P. Fuller and Paul Bodenhamer, 
both of Upland, are members of the 
jury. which will decide the fate of 
Elmer W. Brown, who went on trial 
in the superior court Tuesday for 
the murder of Tom Flood in Superior 
Valley.

Mrs. Brown, mother of the defend- 
ant, was asked regarding the rela 
tionship on her arrival in San Bep. 
nardino the other day. 

Mrs. Brown's father was Lincoln's 
cousin, and there was a double fam- 
fly relationship, for her grandmother 
was Sarah Johnton, Lincoln's fath- 
















































er’s second wife, and who raised 
Abraham Lincoln, Dennie Hanks, 
Lincoln’s uncle, was also Mrs, 


Brown's uncle, 

Mrs. Brown was raised on the Lin- 
coln farm. It belonged to John J, 
Hall, her brother. She lived there, in 
all the surroundings that had sur. 
rounded Lincoln, until she was mar- 
ried and left the Lincoln farm. She 
was present at the occasion when 
her Grandmother, Lincoln's 
mother, gave to the president a big 
family dinner,
